ELEPHANTINE PAPYRI 
SUBJECT OF ADDRESS 
YESTERDAY EVENING 

Oriental Society Head Dis- 
cussion on this Topic 

Last night, Prof. II. A. Kent, Head 
of the Semitic Department ,,f Dnl- 
housie University addressed n very 
small meeting of the Oriental Society 
on the exceedingly interesting subject 
of Elephantine Papyri. 

Prof. Kent came nil the way frorn 
Halifax to deliver this address upon 



a subject of the utmust interest to 
those who are more particularly in- 
terested in archaeology and Oriental 
research. 

Professor Kent gave a masterly 
disquisition on this subject. As 
many Daily readers are doubtless 
their apheleotropistieal doctrines on 
papyri but we digress. A vote of 
aware the Egyptian priests wrote 
thanks was tendered Prof. Kent on 
the conclusion of the meeting. 

The papyrus is a kind of rush 
reaching sometimes to a height of 
ten feet, found in marshy districts of 
Abyssinia, Palestine and Sicily. In 
Egypt, whore it is now tare, it sup- 
plied the hieratica used for priestly 
writing. The stems, after (lie remov- 
al of tin' outer coat, si em to have 

been sliscd longitudinally, woven to- 
gether by hand, moistened in Nile 
water to bring ont the gum, and 
form n united surface, then pressed 
Hat, dried ami finally smoothed.

In the current Queen's Quarterly, 
Prof. Cappon boldly rtaUengss the 
proposal o! President Falconer, ol 
Toronto University, that the pris 
sure on the latter institution be re 
lieved by raising the standard o| en 
trance: in other words, by placing 
further handicaps on young men and 
women ambitious of ;i university 

training. 

Prof. Cappon tikes the democratic 
view that "every youth seeking a uni 
versity education ami capable of ben- 
efitting but it, bas a right to obtain 

it." The change proposed by Presi- 
dent. Falconer— the raisinj» of the uni- 
versity standard to the equivalent of 
senior matriculation— would, in Prof. 
Cappon's opinion. Oblige many t oys 
to erive up the hope of a university 
education altogether. They would 
have to remain at high school two 
years more, and many poor parents 
could n >t afford it for their Children. 
"Under the new scheme all the candi 
dates would be lit or 20 years of age 
before they knew whether they coul.l 
pass the test. Is this a policy in the 
interest of the nation" And it will 
apply to those seeking an education 
in engineering, mining and medicine, 
as well as in arts." 

One result, Prof, Cappon adds, 
would be to send Ontario youth to 
universities outside of Ontario. Th> 
plan would also discriminate against 
the rural districts and small towns 
of Ontario, where, the high schools 
and continuation classes would not 
be able to prepare pupils for senior 
matriculation. Canada is not popul- 
ous enough to support the highest 
class of schools in every district, and 
to provide an abundant supply of 
first-Class teachers for them. 

May there not be some other ways 
of dealing with the embarrassments 
of Toronto University? asks Prof. 
t'aPPon in conclusion, but he does not 
supply the answer. Educationalists 
in London and Western Ontario would 
reply at once: "Relieve the pressure 
of numbers on Toronto University by 
strengthening the Western University 
and enabling it to take care of the 
surplus of students, especially of stu- 
dents from this part of the Province. 
Instead of makimr it harder for 
young mon and women to Obtain a 
university education, as President 
Falconer advises, in order to cure 
the congestion at Toronto University 
make it easier to Obtain this advant- 
age. Instead Of centralizing and isn- 
laiin: higher education, bring It 
closer to the people. Try to equalize 
the opportunities of all classts of the 
community, and of the youths of all 
parts of the province, Instead of de- 
voting public moneys exclusively to 
t!ie building up of one institution 
which discrim'n ites in f ivor of one 
city against the r. st of Ontario. 

Toronto University could find relief 
readily enough if it were not so jeal- 
ous of sister institutions, and if it 
would consent to share with them, 
even to a small degree the revendait 
is allowed to exact from every mun- 
icipality in < 'nt irio No doubt Prof, 
Cappon bad this in mind, though na- 
turally, he Would put the claims o' 
Queen's before those of the SVestern; 
but the Western has its own Held. 
There is room for nil, One universi- 
ty should n 't monopolize public aid 
in a province of the size and import- 
ance of Ontario. In other countries I 
and states of the Union the tendency I 
is away from a system of c.

LARGE ASSEMBLY AT 
THE FORMAL OPENING 
OF MOCKPARLIAMENT 

Government Sustained in 
First Division by Close 
Vote of 73 to 70 

The initial meeting of the McGift 
Mock Parliament took place last ev- 
ening, the members- penches being 
completely tilled, while the gallery 
and visitors seats held a large audi- 
ence of both ladies and gentlemen 
who had come to hear the histrionic 
ellorts of the McOi'il debators. 

When the members had taken their 
seats, Dr. Leacock, who acted as 
Governor-General entered, clothed iu 
his robes of office, and took his place 
Oh the dais at the end Of the ball, 
the members of both parties rising 
in deference to bis exalted presence. 
His Excellency then read the speech 
from the throne which was of the us- 
ual order, and gave a somewhat va- 
gue outline of the policy to be fol- 
lowed by the government during the 
coming session. Canada's Interna- 
tional trade had increased during the 
past year and there was every indi- 
cation that it would continue to in- 
crease. The government had com- 
pleted an agreement with the West 
Indies on reciprocal trade and pro- 
posed introducing legislation which 
would ratify the agreement. During 
the past slimmer four members of the 
government hud conferred with His 
Majesty's advisers and conditions 
had been revealed, which made it im- 
perative that immediate steps should 
be taken to effectively strengthen th» 
naval forces of the Empire. In this 
Connection the government proposed 
to bring down a navy i|ill which 
f would provide for such aid as was 
deemed necessary. The policy of the 
government was also to continue the 

'construction of thé Hudson's Hay 
Railway, to set apart moneys for the 
assistance of agriculture in the diff- 
erent provinces, to revise the bank 
charters, to inaugurate civic Univer- 
sities an I to increase the représenta- 
tion of Alberta and Saskatchewan in 
the Senate. 

Mr. Warwick Cbipman was then el- 
ected speaker. 

Mr. Frank Comyn iu moving the 
adoption of the speech from the 
throne said in part that all tin Brit- 
ish Dominions were going to the aid 
hf the Mother Country, accused the 
late government of doing nothing, 
and stated that the present govern- 
ment were determined to make a 
naval contribution which would effec- 
tively assist Great Britain. 

There was a slight delay at this 
juncture over the seconding of the 
motion. Mr. McConnell, however, 
Stepped into the breach and in a 
speech in which he attacked the ad- 
ministration of the Liberal govern- 
ment seconded the adoption of the 
speech from the throne. 

The lit. Hon. H. K, McCrlmmon, 

replied in a short s| ch, attributing 

Canada's prosperity to the eff-.r s of 
the Liberal government which had 
taken over the reins of office at a 
time when Canada's fortunes were at 
a low ebb and h id through a« wise 
and careful administration brought it 
to a 'state of unprecedented wealth 
and prosperity. He could as yet 
make no pronouncement on the naval 
question as the government had not 
made its policy known and urged the 
government to put through a redis, 
tributlon hill and go to the country 
for support. In conclusion ho mov- 
ed an nmmendment to the adoption 
of the speech from the throne.
